Dear Mrs. Chapman, 


I think I mentioned to you before that most of my 
ancestral lines trace back into Old Virginia, and as you are 
right in the heart of old Virginia, I'm writing to you again 
to let you know how you may assist me on another line - or 
YTather lines. 

I am enclosing copies of my notes that I have glesned 
from various sources in the names of COVINGTON and WALL. Now, 
these lines are on the opposite side of my house from my Tooke 
line - the Tooke being my Mother's line and the Covingtan and 
Wall being on my Father's side, so one name would not likely 
have any bearing on the other. 

I have written up a sheet explaining how I connect 
with the Covington and Wall families of North Carolina and, 

Mrs. Chapman, I would be so grateful to you if you would study 
over these take-offs and see if you can untangle it for me and 
help me trace my own direct lines from the William Covington 

who came into Anson Co., HN. C. from Essex Co., Va. am from 

the Mary Wall who also came into that county with her two bros. 
from Virginia, back to their immigrant ancestors of these names. 
Of course, I have stu@ied over these notes a good deal and have 
an idea as to some probable connections, but I dare not trust 

my own conclusions, for my only experience is what JI have had 
in the past 5 or 6 years tracing out my own lines, and though 

I am getting to be a pretty good hand at the job and have been 
right successful, I still feel that I want an experienced hand 
to advise me. Naturally, I feel that yourknowledge of the early 
history of Va., with its changing county lines, parishes, etc. 
you can tell better as to the localities where these early folks 
lived. Probably where IJ might think they had moved somewhere, 
you would know that their land was the same, though listed as 
lying in several counties in several periods, all tne time the 
succeeding generations living in practically the same territory 
as their fathers. This is what makes it so hard for me to figure 
it out and feel that I am anyways near correct. When I have my 
own @irect lines traced out, I hope to use the other notes to 
connect the various branches of the family - connecting also 
with the allied families coming in. My Georgia cousin and I are 
attempting to fit together all of our Tooke notes and are filling 
out a chart of that name, but as she is not interested or connect- 
ed in any way with these Covington or Wall lines of mine, I do 
not have her assistance in this undertaking. I am not enclosing 
any attempted line-up or chart of these families in Virginia, 
for the reason that I have not attempted this yet myself - only 
have in my mind some of the clues that might prove up some way.
